•ent to England on a diplomatic mis- 
sion ; but while there, charge* were | 
brought against him at home of being i 
Implicated In a royalist plot, and he 
was proscribed. To return < to France 
would have meant death at the hand* i 
of the revolutionist*, ao Talleyrand 1 
followed the plan of so msny political 
refugees of that time and sailed for 
America. 


He remained In this country for two 


.lear*. after which he returned to his 
native country. Her*, the enmity for 
him having decreased, he was again 
active In political circles and was *p- 
pointsd minister of foreign affairs. 
Soon his old enemies commenced their 
work again, and became of further 
charges of favoring the royalists, he 
waa forced to resign. 


Talleyrand now deroted himself 


heart and soul to the coming master 
of France, "the man of destiny"— 
Napoleon Bonaparte; and to the wort 
of Charles Maurice de Talleyrand 
Perigord can be attributed much <v 
th* fante of his Illnstrious sorerei^ 
Upon the return of Napoleon, and hi 
appointment as first consul. Talk- 
rand was reappolnted minister of fo; 
elgn affairs and for the next foui 
yean was the man who executed 
of the Napoleonic scheme*. 


Following the Peace of Tilsit Ic 


1907. however, he became aa opponent 
flf the emperor and secretly Joined a 
royalist organisation.
